Revised Building Code of the Town of Dunbarton 


Section | - Purpose of Code 


The purpose of this code is to provide for safety, 
health, and public welfare through structural strength 
and stability, means of egress, adequate light and 
ventilation and protection to life and property from 
fire and hazards incident to the design, construction, 
alteration, removal or demolition of buildings and 
structures. 


Section II - Building Inspector - Appointment 


The Building Inspector shall be appointed annually 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section II] - Duties of Building Inspector 


The Building Inspector shall inspect all buildings or 
structures during construction to see that the provi- 
sions of law are complied with and that construction 
is prosecuted safely. 


Section IV - Fees 


A fee of $10.00 shall accompany each application 
for a building permit. 


Section V- Permits 


No building or structure shall be built, enlarged or 
altered in excess of $500.00 without a permit from 
the Building Inspector. 


Section VI - Supplementary Requirements 


Buildings must be constructed according to good 
building practices. The 1955 edition of the National 
Building Code recommended by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters shall be deemed to be gen- 
erally accepted good practice. 


Section VII - Penalties 


A person who shall violate a provision of this code 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine of not less than $10.00. 


Section VIII - Penalties - Enforcement 


Upon any well-founded information that this code 
is being violated, the Selectmen shall, on their own 
initiative, take immediate steps to enforce the pro- 
visions of this code. 


Section IX - Exceptions 


Minor alterations, repairs, and general upkeep of 
existing buildings together with small portable build- 
ings shall be exempt from the provisions of this 
code.

4. Any mobile home located in this town after the 
effective date of this act, at any location other than 
in a Mobile Home Park, shall not be located on a 
lot containing less than one (1) acre of land, with 
at least 150 foot frontage on a public right-of-way. 


5. Any mobile home located in this town after 
the effective date of this act, at any location other 
than in a Mobile Home Park, shall be not less than 
50 foot by 10 foot in size. 


27. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $7800.00 to employ a refuse col- 
lector to collect trash and garbage from all Dunbarton 
residences on a weekly basis, for the coming year. 


28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Forest Committee to purchase for the town lots 
8 and 8A from the Perini Corp. for $3500.00, using 
unrestricted funds now at the Committee's disposal, 
the same to be dedicated as a Town Forest with a 
portion to be made available to the town as a site for 
a town dump. 


29. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2000.00 to relocate the town 
dump and to fill and level the old dump site. 


30. To see if the town will vote to withdraw the 
interest of $582.90 from the Winslow Town Forest 
Fund, the same to be used as determined by the Town 
Forest Committee. 


31. To see if the town will grant the Selectmen 
authority to dispose of any property acquired through 
Tax Collectors Deeds. 


32. To see if the town will vote a fixed rate of re- 
muneration to be paid the Tax Collector for the collec- 
tion of taxes.

ANNUAL REPORILOER THE DUNBARTON 
PLANNING BOARD 


The Dunbarton Planning Board held regular monthly 
meetings in 1968 with meetings devoted to two major 
matters. These were: review and recommendations 
relating to a new town dump, and preparation of a 


proposed zoning ordinance. 


In regards to the town dump problem, there was 
considerable discussion and review of the problem 
among the members and with the Selectmen. Various 
alternative solutions were discussed, including a 
regional effort involving refuse pick up under a con- 
tract with the Town of Goffstown, and a town supported 


refuse pick up program for Dunbarton alone. 


It was finally determined that Dunbarton should 
seek to establish a local dump facility and after much 
discussion of possible new locations, it was recom- 
mended that the Selectmen seek to purchase the so- 
called Perini land on Route No. 77. 
acquisition authority is expected to be brought before 


A request for 


Town Meeting. 


A method of operation for a new town dump will 
have to be sanitary landfill or incineration (under 
terms of new State Air Pollution laws). This issue 
remains to be resolved in 1969, but new techniques 
of incineration indicate costs may be feasible for 


Dunbarton. 


A proposed zoning ordinance was prepared and 
reviewed starting in November. This has turned out 
to be a complicated task and a first draft has not yet 
been completed. Because of the importance of such 
a proposal it was decided to spend as much time as is 
needed in 1969 to review the proposal at public meet- 
ings. Lacking this review it was decided not to request 


a vote on the proposed zoning at the Annual Town 


1968 


Meeting. If public hearings result in a completed 


proposal, a special Town Meeting will be requested. 


Other business conducted by the Planning Board in 
1968 included: 


Review and recommendations to Selectmen relating 
to proposals for mobile homes parks; 


Attendance by Board members at community plan- 
ning seminars at St. Anselm's College and solid waste 
disposal seminars at the State House in Concord. 


Recommendations to the State Highway Department 
relative to the public access road at Kimball Pond. 


John Ballam resigned as a member of the Board 
and Simon Audet was appointed to complete his term. 


Review and recommendation for revision of the 
town building code. A request for amendments will 


appear in the Town Warrant. 


The Planning Board hopes to complete its proposal 
for a town zoning ordinance in 1969 and anticipates 
assistance from the town in preparing this for a final 
vote.

People cause fires. Our records show that the num- 
ber of fires increase in an area as the population in- 
creases and our state is growing tremendously. This 
means that we all must be aware of fire causes and do 
our best to prevent their occurrence. 


When we are very young the lighted matches is an 
adventure, burnt fingers anda dropped match is another 
fire. A little older we like tohave a woodland cookout, 
or go out by ourselves for a smoke but fire and forests 
get together for another statistic. We adults like to 
clean up in the spring, burn the olddebris and the dead 
grass, result - escaped fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in 
woodlands and with abandoned fields and forests crowd- 
ing the back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary 
that everyone be aware all through the fire season, 
which comes with the disappearance of the snow, of 
the need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire 
sources. 


The following action will help: 


1. To teach our children the danger of lighted 
matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from 
a car or while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn - 


a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when 
the ground is covered with snow. Cooking 


fires in outdoor fireplaces or in charcoal 
braziers in your own back yard is permitted 
on notification of the warden. 


b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to al- 
low burning of household rubbish on grass 
by householders between 9:00 A.M. and 
5:00 P.M. 


c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire 
before you light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your 
fire warden or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence col- 
umn and save your tax dollars for useful purposes.

REPORT OF DUNBARTON 
LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Accomplishments have been many at the Dunbarton 
Free Public Library this past year. Duringthe summer, 
a complete cleaning and painting by Mr. Leon Tucker 
was accomplished. This was the first time this had 
been done since the library was opened in the new 
town hall in 1910. Needed electrical outlets were also 
installed. 


The cataloging of the books continued with Mrs. 
Agnes Marshall in charge. A new card catalog case 
was purchased with the gift of $50.00 from the Wo- 
man’s Club and the interest from the Chase Trust 
Fund. 


Being a member of the Statewide Library Develop- 
ment Program has many advantages, one of which 
is the receipt of $100.00 worth of reference books 
selected by the librarian and trustees from a list con- 
taining almost 300 books. A requirement on the part 
of the library is a written policy adopted and filed 
with the State Library Commission by July 1, 1968. 
This was completed after many hours of work by the 
librarian and trustees. Another requirement is having 
the library open to the public 12 hours a week by 
July 1, 1972. At the present time the library is open 
7 hours a week. In order to increase the hours, the 
library must be staffed. Therefore an increase in the 
appropriation is being requested. 


Many gifts were received, among which were me- 
morial gifts to Miss Grace Webster, subscriptions to 
Readers’ Digest, Yankee Magazine, the book Richard 
Montgomery, Rebel of 1775, 24 LP records of Christ- 
mas and popular music and a typewriter. 


The PTA school library program continued with the 
cooperation of school officials and the library staff. 
The story hour for pre-school children was continued 
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by Mrs. Jacqueline Letourneau through the summer. 
In the fall Mrs. Frances McKay and Mrs. Jeannette

REPORT OF DUNBARTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1968 


Early in 1968 the Dunbarton Police Department was 
advised by the Division of State Police that due to 
Federal regulations the possibility existed that a new 
type of 2-way radio would be placed in use before the 
end of year. Consequently at the 1968 town meeting 
the sum of $750.00 was raised and appropriated for 
the purchase of one radio, with any unexpended balance 
to be held over to the following year. The proposed 
change-over was not made in 1968, therefore the 
money was not expended and is still available for the 
purchase of a 2-way radio. 


In November 1968 this department was notified by 
the Division of State Police that as of July 1, 1969 our 
present radio system will be discontinued. For this 
reason, the Police Department is requesting that the 
sum of $750.00 be raised and appropriated this year 
for the purchase of a second 2-way radio.

REPORT OF THE DUNBARTON 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Dunbarton Conservation Commission was a- 
dopted by the 1968 town meeting. This seven-member 
commission acts as an advisory board to the select- 
men with its powers subject to the approval of the 
selectmen as set forth in RSA 36A. It should be clearly 
understood that this commission has no power to ac- 
quire land except by gift or free purchase. The select- 
men announced in September the appointment of the 
members as follows: Mrs. Jane B. Grant - Chairman, 
Mrs. Jeannette B. Perron- Vice Chairman, Mrs. Mildred 
M. Carlson - Secretary, Mr. Fredolph Blomquist, Mr. 
Frederic Greenhalge, Mr. Roy Scott and Mr. Fred 
Lord. 


It is the responsibility of the Conservation Com- 
mission to make recommendations for the better use, 
development and promotion of the town’s natural re- 
sources. To this end we have conducted a very suc- 
cessful survey of one hundred families who have 
answered a simple questionnaire to get their opinions 
and ideas on such matters as special natural or scenic 
areas which might be considered for protection, areas 
desirable for recreational development, present threats 
to any of these areas and ways in which to improve 
and enhance the present high quality of our environ- 


ment. The results of this survey will be compiled for 
the benefit of the community. 


Townspeople who assisted in the survey other than 
members of the commission were: Mr. Richard Antonia, 
Mr. J. Willcox Brown, Mr. Archie Gourley, Mrs. Gladys

Meetings are held the 4th Tuesday of each month. 
Delegates from this commission have attended two 
state-wide conferences on conservation. 


Being a new commission our plans for the future 
are enhanced by the successful response to our recent 
survey and the able assistance of Mr. Floyd Barker, 
Natural Resources Coordinator of the New Hampshire 
Cooperative Extension Service and also by the Society 
for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests. 


Over the coming year the commission will study 
the wetlands now owned by the town with a view to 
having these lands placed under the supervision of 
the commission either by deed of the selectmen or in 
some other manner to insure that in years to come 
these marshlands will remain in their presentcondition.

The meeting was called to order at 8:08 in the eve- 
ning by Moderator Hammond, who started by reading 
the Warrant, which had been duly posted for at least 
14 days before said meeting. 


The articles in the Warrant were taken up in order: 


ARTICLE 1: Harold Mooney moved “that the sala- 
ries of the School Board, Truant Officer, and other 
officers or agents of the district be accepted as print- 
ed in the budget.” It was stated that this amounts 
to a total of $216.00. The motion was passed unani- 


mously. 


ARTICLE 2: John Thalheimer reported that the Au- 
thorized Regional Enrollment Area committee had held 
a public hearing on January 29, 1968, and that the 
plan had been approved by the State Department of 
Education. (see ART. 7) 


ARTICLE 3: 


taken on this article and it was passed over. 


ARTICLE 4: Mr. Mooney moved “that the District au- 
thorize the School Board to request the Board of Se- 
lectmen to grant the use of the lower town hall by 
the school district for classroom purposes for the 1968- 
69 school year”. An amendment which deleted “... for 
the 1968-69 school year” was offered by J. Willcox 
Brown (so that this motion would not have to be voted 
on year after year, but could be rescinded in the fu- 


Kenrick Bean moved that no action be 


ture if so desired). Mr. Brown's amendment passed 


50-7 and the amended motion carried. 


ARTICLE 5: Mr. Thalheimer’s motion “that the District 
authorize the School Board to make application for and 
to accept, on behalf of the District, any or all grants or 
offers for educational purposes which may now or 
hereafter be forthcoming from the State of New Hamp- 
shire and/or United States”, was unanimously passed. 


ARTICLE 6: It was moved by Mr. Bean “that the District 
authorize the School Board to contract with the Concord 
Union School District for the tuition of Dunbarton pupils 
in the schools of said district at the amount necessary 
to provide therefore”. Discussion followed and it was 
pointed out that our contract with Goffstown contains a 
provision that any student who was enrolled in Concord 
at the time of the annual meeting of 1965 may continue 
schooling there. The motion passed 32-26 by standing 
vote. 


ARTICLE 7: (see ART. 2) Mr. Thalheimer moved “that 
the School District accept the provisions of New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 195-A (as 
amended), providing for the establishment of area 
schools located in Goffstown to serve grades 7-12 from 
the School Districts of Dunbarton and Goffstown and 
New Boston in accordance with the provisions of the 
plan on file with the district clerk.” 

Ample time for discussion was allowed, during which 
time the question was asked whether an AREA agree- 
ment could be broken before 20 years had passed. 
State law RSA 195-A:14 was quoted and it was stated that 
at present there is no legal provision for breaking the 
agreement before 20 years have passed. 

Mr. Thalheimer explained that the use of the word 
“shall” in item J of the plan implies that the district 
must study a Cooperative (Regional) School District. 

73 citizens voted secretly by checklist. L. Webster 
Burnham supervised the checklist. After all had ap- 
parently voted, the moderator queried, “Haveall voted 
who wish to do so?” and, receiving no reply, he said, 
“If so, the polls are closed.” 

The ballots were counted by ballot clerks Donald 
Terrill and Michel Belanger, together with the Modera- 
tor, and showed 52-yes, 21-no, andsaidballots were put 
into the clerk's hands for safe-keeping. 


ARTICLE 8: Mr. Mooney moved “that the district 
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authorize and direct the school board to negotiate for 
and enter into a tuition contract providing for the tuition- 
ing of Dunbarton pupils, grades 7 and 8, to Goffstown 
School System for the year 1968-69", and this was 
carried unanimously. It was made clear that this 
article would be unnecessary if Goffstown votes for the 


AREA agreement. 


ARTICLE 9: Mr. Thalheimer moved “that the District 
raise and appropriate $110,027.91 for the support of 
schools, for the payment of salaries for school district 
officials and agents and for the paymentofthe statutory 
obligations of the District’, and the increases in the 
budget were explained. After discussion, the motion 
was carried unanimously.

| herewith submit my seventh annual report relating 
to the Center School and the lower town hall class- 


rooms. 


The Dunbarton School District is not unique in New 
Hampshire in facing current spiralling costs of educa- 
tion and in accomodating increased enrollments. 


The inflationary trend of the nations economy has 
been reflected locally in the purchase of textbooks, 
supplies, teachers’ salaries, tuition, custodial services, 
transportation and nearly every item related to educa- 
tion. 


The Concord School Department recently announced 
that the tuition for 1969-70 will be $1,000 per-high 
school student. The Goffstown High School tuition will 
be approximately $630 per year. 


Dunbarton is faced with a growing school popula- 
tion which has outgrown our present facilities.

The table above suggests that Dunbarton has ex- 
perienced a 49 percent increase in school population 
in a period of seven years. Further study reveals 


that in September 1968 more pupils were enrolled in 


grades | through 6 than were enrolled in grades | 
through 8 in 1964, the last year that grades 7 and 8 
were housed in Dunbarton.

Grades 1 through 3 are currently taught by three 
teachers in self-contained classrooms affording many 
educational advantages over the double graded situa- 
tion that prevailed in these grades until recently. 


Grades 4, 5 and 6 are taught by two teachers. 
The double graded situation poses many educational 
problems as well as the problem of the employment of 
teachers in an era when many single grade positions 
remain unfilled. As the numbers in the various grades 
increase, to allow for effective teaching and a reason- 
able learning climate, it will be necessary to continue 
to increase the single grades to six. The grades will 
be accomodated in town with additional classroom 
space made available or arrangements mustbe effected 
for tuitioning a grade or grades in another school 
system. 


A full assessment of the prevailing educational ad- 
vantages and short-comings needs to be made. The 
results, fully explained and understood by the entire 
community, will assist in determining the Dunbarton 
educational plan of the immediate and distant future. 


The long-term tuition with the Goffstown School 
District continues to provide a good educational op- 
portunity for the junior high and high school students 
of Dunbarton. There should nevertheless, be a con- 
tinual effort to effect an even closer educational rela- 


tionship with Goffstown and other school districts until 
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such time as an AREA or other mutually advantageous 
pattern is a reality. 


The Dunbarton School Board under the direction of 
Kenrick Bean, Chairman and active members Mrs. 
Constance Casella and Harold Mooney are conscien- 
tiously concerned with the educational problems faced 
by the Dunbarton School District. 


Paul Kilmister resigned his position of Consultant, 
Administrative Services, N.H. State Department of 
Education to assume the duties of Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Schools for N.H. Supervisory Union No. 19 
comprised of Dunbarton, Bow, Goffstown, New Boston 
and Weare. Mr. Kilmister brings to the educational 
effort of the Supervisory Union No. 19 a rich back- 
ground in education as well as an outstanding back- 
ground from many years of experience at various 
educational levels including teacher, principal, teacher 
consultant and state education department consultant.

The school health services have had complete cooperation from all 
community agencies. The New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association, New 
Hampshire Sight Conservation, New Hampshire Bureau of Public Dental 
Health, New Hampshire Child Guidance, New Hampshire Crippled Child- 
ren's Association, the local P.T.A. and all supporting agencies. 


The Concord Community Mental Health clinic has been a source of 
motivation for the development and improvement of mental health in the 
classroom. We have found this service a valuable addition to our total 
school health program.

Topical fluoride was made available through the cooperation of the 
local P.T.A. and the school health services. This program consisted of 
cleaning the child's teeth plusan application of topical fluoride. A referral 
program was incorporated with this service. Seventy-one children partici- 
pated in this program. 


The Crest educational program was also used in our school system. 

A Menstrual Hygiene program was presented to all fifth and sixth grade 
girls. A film was presented and appropriate literature was given to each 
student. 

Optimal health is essential for maximum utilization of educational op- 
portunities, therefore, the health status of the child bears a direct rela- 
tionship to the quality of educational achievement. The School Health 
Service attempts tobe astabilizing influence between the home, the school, 
and the community, and is ever contributing to the improvement of health 
and education of students. 

We wish to express our thanks to the Superintendent, Parents, Teach- 
ers, and the School Board for their cooperation.
